How This Device Depends on 


Emission and Control of 
Electrons for Its Operation.

The fireatest advances made in tbe 


past />» years in tbe radio art have 
been due in one war or another to 
the use of vacuum tube*. In view of 
this fact a more careful consideration 
of them will be of interest. 


All of these tubes, known by • va- 


riety of names, such as radlotron, an- 
dion, seriotroo (trade names of tbe 
manufacturer) depend upon tbe same 
fundamental principles for tbetr op- 
eration. 
For tbe sake of simplicity 


of brevity these will be referred to In 
thin column simply as vacuum tubes 
A vacuum tube can be made to fane 
tlon as a detector, aa an amplifier, or 
•8 an oscillator. 


The vacuum tube depends on tbe 


emission and control of electrons for 
Its operation. The electron is tbe 
smallest subdivision of matter which 
mankind recognizes and it carries the 
smallest known charge of .negative 
electricity. 
For years previous to 


electron research It bad b«ien held by 
scientists that matter was bnlit up ol 
distinct particles or nnHs which they 
called atoms and molecules. At first 


[ tbe molecule was assumed to be the 
| smallest quantity of matter that could 


have a separate existence or take 
part In chemical action, but more vig- 
orous research pointed to tbe fact that 
the molecule is made up of still small- 
er elements which are termed atoms; 
that Is, a molecule may be composed 
of several atoms. Then for a time it 
was assumed that tbe atom was tbe 
very smallest quantity of an element 
that could exist, but later researches

Tbe apparent mass 
of an electron is about one-elgbt««B- 
hundretb pan of that of an atom of 
hydrogen which is tbe amaUest of tbe 
chemical atoms. 


According to the electron theory 


an atom consists of a definite num- 
ber of electron* grouped around a 
nucleus having a poeitlv* charge end 
to long as none of the component 
electrons are driven from tbe atom, 
tbe latter possess no detectable charge.

Then the atom becomes what 
is known as a positive loo and it ex- 
hibits the properties ot a positively 
charged body, or in other words since 
an electron wblch cattle* a negative 
charge has been removed from tbe 
atom which ban eqaal poetUve and 
negative charges, the portion of the 
atom now remaining h«ur a deficiency 
of negative charge and acts Ilk* any 
positively charged body. 


On the other band If some force can 


be trought to bear that will add an 
electron to a normal atom which la 
neutral a* far a* electrical charges 
are measured, the result win be a ne- 
gative ion, which will poaaeaa all the 
properties of a negatively charged 
body. 
An atom then wblch ba* a 


deficiency of electrons is called a pos- 
itive ion and one having excess of 
electrons is called a negative ton. 


Since each electron carries a ne- 


gative charge of electricity an elec- 
tron represents a certain enandty of 
electricity. Porting electron* to move 
from one polat to another causes 
electricity to flow. Tbe ability ef any 
medium to conduct electricity or allow 
a current to flow through it depends 
upon the number of free electron* 
available as carriers of charges. 


It has been known for many years 


that the space surrounding a piece of 
heated metal 
is 
a conductor of 


electricity. It has been demonstrat- 
ed more recently that this Is due to the 
release of electrons and that If an 
incandescent metal be placed In a 
bulb exhausted of all gases, pure elec-

Assuming 
that tbe temperature of the filament I* 
kept constant and tbat the plate vol- 
tage has been increased to the point 
where all of tbe electros* given off 
by the filament are attracted to it, 
any further increases in the "B" bat- 
tery voltage will not cause any in- 
crease in the current in the plate cir- 
cuit. 


Increasing the temperature of tbe 


filament will Increase the total num- 
ber of the electrons emitted.

about or that the elements are broken.

AUSTIN, Texas, Aug 5.—Samuel 


F. B. Morse offered the Republic 
of Texas his invention of the electro 
magnetic telegraph in 1838, but 
the offer never was accepted, ac- 
cording to a letter by Mr. Morse 
found in the state library. 


The letter, dated 1860, was ad. 


dressed to General Sam Houston, 
then governor of Texas, and with- 
drew the offer, 
which had been 
more than twenty years before Gen- 
eral Houston was president of the 
Texan republic. The communication 
was 
written 
from 
"Po'K^epsie", 
taken byl ibrarians to be Pough- 
keepsie, New York. It is dated 
August 9, 1860. Starting with "May 
It please your excellency'* the let- 
ter read: 


"In the year of 1838 I made an 


offer of gift of my invention of the 
electro-magnetic telegraph to Texas, 
Texas being then an Independent 
republic. Although the offer wan 
made more than twenty years ago, 
Texas while an independent state, 
nor since it has become one of the 
United States, has ever directly or 
impliedly accepted the offer.
